The following report is one of a series containing personality 
information provided by the source and includes supplemental 
information from the records of this Agency. 
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It is requested that the addressees take no action on any of 
the individuals mentioned in the personality reports without 


first checking with this Agency. 


1. Guillermo ARASTAGUIA, pseudonym "Rene," is the chief of the 
Department of Technical Operational Support (MI) in the ' 
Direccion General de Intelligencia (General Directorate of 
Intelligence - DGI). He was formerly the secretary of 
Ramiro VALDES in the Departamento de Seguridad del Estado 
(Department of State Security - DSE), but ARASTAGUIA was a 
foklower of Anibal ESCALANTE and because of a problem 
concerning ESCALANTE and because ARASTAGUIA was believed to 
be a homosexual, VALDES transferred him to the DGI. ARASTAGUIA 
went to the Youth Festival in Helsinki as a representative 
of the DGI and has traveled to Moscow three times. 


2. ARASTAGUIA was born in 1934, is about five feet seven inches 
in height, has blond hair and green eyes. He is fat, has a 
chin that juts out, lips that are somewhat sunken, agd has a 

rather high pitched voice and seems cffeminate. 2, e
